It Is quite generally accepted by 
t griculturistn that the proper depth 
for fall plowing be not leas thaa 10 
to 12 inches. If the land is rough or 
covered with organic subrt nces, 
such as grain stubble or coars man¬ 
ure. etc., it should be well diaced nnd 
thoroughly turned under. Under this 
condition the organic m. iter will 
more easily decompose and the min¬ 
erals be made available for the fol¬ 
lowing season. 

Another distinct adv* ntage in fall 
plowing is the fact that we are able 
to provide a mulch on top of the soil 
early in the spring that will ictiin 
the moisture that has been deposit¬ 
ed by late fi ll rains and the winter 
mows muh longer than can be done 
by spring plowing. 

Thru fall plowing the land is more 
thoroughly exposed to the elements 
and the undesirable structures of the 
soil are broken by the frost leaving 
it in a loamy condition, m king the 
soil more su.sceptlble to the fall rains 
and moisture of melting snows. It 
also provides for earlier preparation 
of seed beds and earlier planting in 
the spring. 

Special attention is callled in this 
article to the importance of leveling 
sub lands because of conditions Uiat 
are very alarming during August and 
September in all of our sub districts. 
As it happens during this season of 
the year the pea and grain crop Is 
redy to be harveted, this makes it 
necess; ry to lower the sub at a time 
w'hen the beets ^are drawing very 
heavily on moisture. LAnds that are 
reasonably level and properly ditched 
can be watered during the months of 
August and September preventing 
nny losses in tonnage. Surface irri¬ 
gation destroys the effect of White 
Aphis on the beets and moistens the 
dry dirt lying on the surface that 
the sub does not reach making the 
plant food more available to the 
crops.

TYPHOID FEVER 


Transfer 


■Typhoid fever, sometimes called 
enteric fever or gastric fever, 1(» not 
a contagious fiisei:8e in the same 
sense that scarlet fever- or mi^aales 
is said to be contagious. Typhoid 
fever Is an inflammation ttud ulcera¬ 
tion of patches of the lining of the 
bowels. The germs of the disease are 
thrown off in large numbers from 
these ulcers -an^ are carried out of 
the bowels in the excreta. It is from 
lols source tixat other persons con* 
trat the disease either through gross 
carelessness in neglecting to thor¬ 
oughly wash and disisfect the hands 
after attending to a patient, or neg¬ 
lecting to destroy the exerdta. 
Many valuable lives are annually lost 
in CTari da through careless handling 
of the excretions of typhoid patients. 

HOW TO AVOID CONTAGION 
If there is typhoid in the town:— 

(a) Keep your house well venlil- 
at Ed, the premises clean, 'and allow 
no doc ylng vegetable or animal 
matter to lie about; 

(b) Prevent the entrance of flies 
Und other Iqieects by using screen 
doors and soreen windows; 

(c) See that food is properly cook 
ed and all milk tnd water used by 
the household Ib thoroughly boiled.

SAVE THE BEET TOPS 


(Dy T. C. Barlow, Blackfoot, Idaho) 

There are various methods advoc¬ 
ated for the preserving of beet tops 
for feed for livestock, but we think 
from all our experience that the best 
method is \ s soon as the beet is topp¬ 
ed place the tops in piles like you 
would hay in the field. If you desire 
to plow your fields, haul the tops to 
the stack yard or an Inclosure where 
they can be looked after and pl> ced 
in small piles about two feet high. 
Then feed it to the livestock with 
other rations of food being careful 
not to over-feed. You will find it is 
good for feeding purposes for milch 
stock and 11 kinds of livestock, be¬ 
ing careful not to have any dirt with 
the tops because that is injurious to 
the animals.

Art Wakelyn, the Provincial Sec¬ 
retary of the Canadian Legion, B. E. 
S. L., in Alberta, through the cour¬ 
tesy of the Raymond Recorder an¬ 
nounces the benefits of the War Vet¬ 
erans' Allow-ance Act which becomes 
effective on the Ist of SepL 1930. 

Subject to the provisions of the 
above Act, allowances are payable to 
veterans of the Great War (1914 21) 
who kaw service in an actual theatre 
of war. Men who saw service in Can 
ada or England only are not eligible 
unless they are pensioned or have re¬ 
ceived a final payment for a disability 
of 5 p.c. or more In lieu thereof. 

The applicant must have attained 
the age of 60 years or be perman¬ 
ently unemployable by reason of phy¬ 
sical and, or mental dl^bllity. The 
Act contains reservations as to in¬ 
come, restricts the amount payable to 
$20.00 per month to a single man of 
$40.00 ^ month to a married man, 
and requires one year’s residence in 
Canada Immediately prior to appli¬ 
cation. 

In Alberta the men should apply to 
the Department of Pensions and Na¬ 
tional Health, either at OaJgary or 
Edmonton for a prellmimiry appllca- 
tion form. 

Any prospective applicant in doubt 
as to the operation of the Act can 
receive full Information from charter¬ 
ed Branch of the Legion in Alberta.
